IS. REFUSES 10 
BAR SUBMARINES 
FROM {TS PORTS 


Request Had Been Made by En- 
tente Allies and Directed to 
All Neutral Nations, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—The United 
States has refused to accept the con- 
tention of the entente allies urging that 


neutrais deny the use of their harbors 
to all submarines, whether merchant- 
men or warships. Counsellor Polk of 
the State Department announced today. 

The memorandum recently sent by the 
entente allies to neutral Governments 
said: 

“Any place which provides a subma- 
rine warship far from its base with an 
opportunity for rest and replenishment 
of its supplies, thereby furnishes such 
addition to its powers that the place 
becomes in fact, through the advantages 
which it gives, a base of naval opera- 
tions. 

“Any belligerent submarine entering a 
neutral port should be detained there. 

“The allied Governments take this op- 
portunity to point out to the neutral 
Powers the grave danger !ncurred by 
neutral submarines in the navigation of 
regions frequented by belligerent sub- 
marines.’ 

Counsellor Polk announced the depart- 
ment’s position today, but refused to 
discuss the reasons for it. The Amer- 
ican reply will not be made public before 
the return of Secretary Lansing from 
the summer White House tomorrow or 
Thursday. The claim of the allies that 
submarines are outlaws, as the note 
cabled last night from London shows, 
brought up the question of whether the 
American Government may be sued fur 
damages resulting from theéecall of the 
German submarine U-33 at Newport be- 
fore she started on her spectacular raid 
against commerce, Under the interpre- 
tation of the allies, the position may 
be taken that Newport was made the 
base for operations which officials es- 
timate already have caused at least 
$6,000,000 damage to allied shipping and 
trade.

Peinted te Our Ingennity. 
On one occasion, when this question

Five months ago peace was 
nearer than now. I can say this von 
the highest American authority, who 
found at that time not England but 
Prance standing in the way.

even more, for it feeds upon reckless- 
ness. 

Say U. S. Deesn’t Want Peace. 

Every American in Germany, includ- 
jing the Ambassador, has heard on the 
streets and read in the newspapers 
Statements that America doesn't want 
the war to end; that it is being contin- 
ued by the President because of the 
prosperity it is supposed to bring us.

SHIPS SAILING NEW LANES 
TO. AVOID SUBMARINE 


Big Cargoes in Atlantic 


of Demoralized Steamship Schedules— Kings- 
tonian’s Crew Is Still Missing. 


Ports Tied Up as Result 


NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—A day and night 
without further news of the U-53 has 
not quieted any of the anxiety in ship- 
ping circles caused by the activities of 
the submarine comnmerce raider at the 
bend of the great North Atlantic high- 
way off Nantucket. If anything, the 
disappearance of the German U-boat 
and the mystery regarding her present 
location. increased the precautions taken 
by owners and agents of vessels of the 
entente nations. 

Trangatlantic liners and freight steam- 
ers approached this port today by un- 
usual courses which carried them far 
out of the customary lane. Cargoes 
worth millions are at stake in the game 
of hide-and-seek which may be going on 
of: shore. 

The Cameronia, a British vessel, re- 
ceived a wireless warning while off Nan- 
tucket on Sunday that a German sub- 
marine was in the vicinity, Lifeboats 
were swung out and life belts were dis 
tributed among the 670 passengers an4 
the ship abruptiy turned her course to 
the south. Off Cape May the Camero- 
nia entered the threemile neutrality lim- 
it and hugging the shore, steamed norta 
not once going outside the safety zone. 
The Greek steamship Patris, upon he! 
arrival here today from Mediterranean 
ports, reported that she sighted a gub- 
marine during foggy weather off Nan- 
tucket at 6:30 a. m., Monday. The Pat- 
ris’ captain said he tried to speak the 
U-boat in the Morse code, but received 
no answer, and his vessel proceeded un- 
molested. 

Exporters here say the submarine 
raid and the consequent advance of the 
insurance rates on transatiantic trans- 
portation amounting in some cases to 
500 per cent, will check shipments from 
New. York to European ports. Word 
was received from New Orleans that 
war risks on vessels and cargoes out of 
that port had been suspended, and dis- 
patches from other ports indicated that 
the insurance rates had sharply ad- 
vanced. There was talk of a revival of 
a railroad embargo on freignt, but no 
new action was taken. 


Kingstonian Ie Still 


Missing. 
NEWPORT, R. I., Oct. 10.—The crew 
of the British freight steamship Kings- 
tonian, missing since Sunday when its 
members abandoned their ship at the 
order of the raiding German submarine 
aa the waters off Nantucket Shoal Light- 
ship, had not been heard from today. 
Eleven torpedo boat destroyers were dis- 
patched to the vicinity of the lightship 
by Rear Admiral Gleaves to continue 
the search. 
No further report of the submarine or 
submarines which destroyed six steam- 
ships Sunday on the trans-Atlantic lane 
that rounds the lightship, came to hand 
today. There has been no trace of the 
submersible since its last victim went 
to the bottom Sunday night. 
Search for the missing crew, sald to 
number more than 50 men, was halted 
yesterday on receipt of reports. that some 
of them had been found. There was no 
confirmation from any source by wire- 
less, and, in fact, the report was of- 
ficially denied. 
Rear Admiral Knight, commandant of 
the Narragansett Station, has expressed 
the belief that the Kingstonian's crew 
may have been picked up by an east- 
bound steamer.

FIREMEN AT FIRE 


Testimony That Henderson 
Struck His Men, Called Them 
Cowards and Cursed Them. 


ON STAND 


Chief Denies Allegations, and 
Declares That Politicians Are 
Behind Plot Against Him. 


Two witnesses, at this morning's ses- 
gion of the Coroner’s inquest into the 
deaths of six firemen in the Christian 
Brothers College fire last Thursday iden- 
tified Fire Chief Henderson as the man 
whom, they said, they saw strike fire- 
men who were reluctant to enter the 
college building, before the interior wall 
fell. The inquest was adjourned, shortly 
after noon, until tomorrow morning. 

The witness who testified in the greater 
detail was William Thornhill, 24 years 
old, of 4846 Easton avenue. He said he 
saw Henderson strike a fireman in the 
back, on the roof of the building, and 
that later he saw him strike another 
‘fireman in the mouth, at the main en- 
trance of the building. The latter ‘fire- 
man, Thornhill testified, stepped up to 
the chief at the entrance, and objected 
to entering the building. 

“Get in there, you damned coward, or 
go home,” he said Henderson replied to 
the man, at the same time striking 
film in the mouth. The fireman, Thorn- 
hill said, did not say a word. 

At this point in the testimony, Chief 
Henderson, who had been summoned by 
the Coroner for the purpose of identi- 
fication by witnesses, approached the 
Coroner and asked to be excused, say- 
ing he had an important engagement. 


* Coroner Padberg asked him to wait a 


moment, and then asked the witness 
if he recognized Henderson as the man 
he was testifying against.

“That's the man,” Thornhill insisted. 
He added that he had seen Henderson 
before, ag he had an uncle who was 
formerly a fireman.

Thornhill said he heard Henderson 
curse Father O’Rourke. The priest had 
told Henderson that he should not send 
men into the building.

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GERMAN ARMY BENT 
FINISHING RUMANIA

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‘Central Powers Are Pushing Foe Back to With- 
in 15 Miles of Country's Summer . 
Capital. 


By KARL H. VON WIEGAND.

BERLIN, Oct. 9.—The central Powers 
have more than 875 miles of front to de- 
fend against the vastly superior num- 
bers of the allies, reinforced with am- 
munition aelivered by more than half 
the industrial world. Its troops have 
been battered by close to 2,000,000 Brit- 
ish and French, and between 56000 and 
3000 cannon on the narrow Somme front 
since June 2. Sarrail is pressing from 
Saloniki and the Russians are pounding 

the front in the east. 

Yet, Hindenburg and Ludendorff ap- 
pear to have checkmated the allies 
again, at least to the extent of enabling 
the Germans and Hungarians to take 
a vigorous offensive against the latest 
addition to their foes—Rumania. 

Gen. von Falkenhayn, with the Ger- 
man and Austrian wing, Saturday night, 
took Kronstadt. Last night his advance 
guard was pressing hard upon the re- 
treating Rumanians near the border 
station of Predeal, within 15 miles of 
Sinaia, the Rumanian summer capital, 
where are located the King arti Queen's 
palace and many villas of the aristoc- 
racy of Bucharest. 

Since the disastrous defeat of the Ru- 
manians at Hermannstadt, Gen. voi. 
Falkenhayn has been pressing the sec- 
ond Rumanian army with vigor. The 
Rumanians attempted to make a stand 
in the Forest of Ghosts; but finding the 
Germans and Austro-Hungarians encir- 
Cling them, found ‘their way out. The 
entire second Rumanian army is report- 
ed by aviators to be in full retreat. 

The distance which separates Gen. 
von Falkenhayn from Bucharest is ap- 
proximately 80 miles, only a few miles 
more than the Germans and Hungarians 
have covered in the last five days. Ir. 


comparison with this the distance of*less 
than 15 miles of progress made by ths 
combined Anglo-French armies in the 
Somme in three and one-half months 
seems indeed small. 

Rumania’s situation 
quickly become serious. The Germans 
and Austro-Hungarians already “are 
holding Rothenthurm (Red Tower) Pass, 
near Hermannstadt. Without assuming 
to know anything of:.the plan of oper- 
ations, the conclusions seem justified 
that the Germans are determined to dis- 
pose of Rumania. So far, neither the 
terrific batterings on the Somme nor the 
desperate eforts of the Rusisans are di- 
verting Hindenburg and Ludendorff, who 
are literally keeping the allies in a 
deadly clinch, while trying to finish the 
new foe. If successful they will place the 
central Powers in a much better position 
strategically and in the matter of food 
than before Rumania’s entrance into the 
war. 

The-present situation has many pogsi- 
bilities: The near future will determin« 
whether the allies can do anything to 
save Rumania, or will be forced to look

German staff circles estimate that 
one-third of Rumania’s army is out of 
commission. Unconfirmed reports via 
Denmark and Switzerland tell of terrible 
conditions in the Rumanian hospitals 
service, which is reported to be break- 
ing down and inadequate.

Mrs. Dexheimer and Lieut. Budde’s 
wife were at the fire at 11 o’clock last 
Thursday, about half an hour before 
the firemen were crushed to death under 
a falling wall. Mrs. Dexheimer said she 
fcund her brother_at the extreme east 
end of the college, and told him not to 
so into the building. She told him the 
walls would fall, and he replied that 
“Tt’s safe.”’ 

The Sunday before the fire, she tes- 
tified, her brother was home and said:

He saw Chief Henderson sev- 
eral times, but did not hear him use 


He 
saw him at the fire about 45 minutes 
before the wall collapsed. 

Cook told of taking Capt. August 
Schaeffer to St. John's Hospital after the 
Captain had been dug out of the death 
trap. The fire Captain said to him. ‘Just 
lay me on the floor:and go on back and 
see if you can’t get the rest of: the 
boyg.”’ 

Mrs. A. 8S. Dexheimer, 4753 Labadie 
avenue, sister of Lieut. Harry Budde, 
who lost his life im the fire was a 
witness, ‘‘When my brother’s body was 
laid out,’ she testified, “Chief Hender- 
son came to the house and: while he 
was looking at my brother I asked: 

“*Why did you take my brother from 
me?’ He never defended himself. He 
just swallowed.”

The witness then launched into an at- 
tack upon Chief Henderson. ‘“‘To show 
what manner of a man Henderson js,:’

Later, the witness said, Chief Hen- 
derson was at a hook and ladder truc* 
at the east gate to the college campus. 
O'Niel said the Chief turned to a crowd 
of spectators and said: “Don't stand 
there and gape, G—— damn you, give 
us @ lift.” The witness said the crowd 
aieded the Chief, but he was not asked 
to describe the nature of the assistance 
rendered. 

O'Nell testified he saw Chief Hender- 
son pushing his subordinates about and 
cursing them. The firemen were pushed 
va hard, the witness said, that they 
would stumble away for 10 or 12 feet. 
Hc said they did not resent it. 

Under cross-examination O’Nell said 
he knew Chief Henderson by sight. He 
could not tel others who were near him

Joseph Walevich, 25 years old, shot 
and killed his wife, Emma, 26 years 
old, and then shot and killed himself 
about 6:30 o’clock last night, during 
a quarrel in their rooms in a tene- 
ment at 909A North Eighteenth street. 

Walevich began shooting at his 
wife while they both sat at the sup- 
per table and while she was upbralid- 
ing him for drinking, according to 
Stephen Walevich, a boarder in the 
home but not related to Joseph, was 
Was also at the table. He shot her 
three times in the head and breast. 
She fell on the floor of the porch. 
Then he turned the revolver on him- 
self and fired two shots into his own 
head, falling. dead beside her. 

Stephen Walevich told the police Mrs. 
Walevich quarrelled with, her husband 
over his drinking and the fact that he 
had not been: working steadily. She 
complained at the table, the boarder 
said, that she was being forced to wear 
old clothing because her husband worked 
irregularly and spent most of what he 
earned for drink. 

Walevich replied, Stephen said, that 
he had bought a new suit of clothes 
and a revolver and had just brought 
them home with,him, The woman con 
tinued to upbraid him and he suddenly 
produced the revolver. 

‘Hands up” he cried to his wife. 

Mrs. Walevich raised her hands above 
her head and in térrified tenes began 
to plead with her husband not to shoot. 
He laughed and as she started to rise to 
leave the table, still holding her hands 
above her: head, he fired. The bullet 
struck her in the breast and with a 
scream she ran from the room onto the 
porch, with him following and shooting. 

Mrs. Walevich had been married before 

and divorced her husband because he 
drank. She has a son, Roy, 8 years old, 
by her first marriage. The boy is liv- 
ing with relatives in Stickney, Mo. 
On a dresser in the bedroom of the 
Walevich home the police found a card 
on which had been scrawled on one side 
the words, ‘Forget and forgive your 
hubby, Joe—he will always be good to 
his darling baby.’’ On the reverse side, 
in a woman’s hand, was written, ‘‘For- 
get, and forget becomes to be a joke.”’ 
Walevich was a window cleaner. His 
wife had been employed in a hospital.

FAVORED ADAMSON LAW 


Sécretary of Labor Says- Execu- 
tive Made Thorough Investiga- 
tion of 8-Hour Day Question. * 


Wilillam B. Wilsan, Secretary of La- 
bor, delivered two speeches in St. Louis 
last night, one to laboring men at New 
Club Hall, Thirteenth street and Chou- 
teau avenue, and the other at the Ar- 
lington School, Burd and Cote Brilliante 
avenues. In his speech to the labor men, 
Secretary Wilson discussed the Adam- 
son law and the attitude of the Wilson 
administration toward the workingman. 

He declared that President Wilson did 
not surrender to the railway brother- 
hoodse, nor to anyone else but that he 
made an investigation which demon- 
strated that the eight-hour day was 
right. 

Furnished President With Data. 

He said that his department furnished 
President Wilson with Ifnformation 
showing that more than 600,000 coal min- 
ers in the United States have been 
working on an eight-hour basis for 
many years. The data showed that all 
the building trades.in the larger cities 
have an eight-hour day;. that many 
shops and factories are on an eight-hour 
basis; that every great city in the Unit- 
ed States has established an eight-hour 
day; that State Legislatures have en- 
acted eight-hour laws, and that Con- 
gress. has extended the eight-hour law 
until it applies to nearly all Government 
departments, to contractors. and sifb- 
contractors on Government work. 

‘The .trouble with Hughes is that he 
did not stop to investigate far enough 
to know that there had been scores of 
investigations of the eight-hour-day 
proposition,” Secretary Wilson said. 
With alLof the information on the sub- 
ject In his hands, President Wilson 
asked the railroads to accept the eight- 
hour day as a basis of compensation for 
railroad employes and that the subject 
of what should be paid for overtime, if 
any, sholud be submitted to a commis- 
sion selected by the President, to ob- 
serve and report upon the operations of 
the eight-hour day. The railroad broth- 
erhoods accepted, but the railroad man- 
agers rejected the proposition. - 


Went to Congress for Help. 


“If tne rresivent had-withdrawn at 
this stage, he would have been accused 
of surrendering to the railroads. But he 
went toCongress for help, and Congress’ 
passed the eight-hour law. When Mr. 
Hughes attacks the law. he has to at- 
tack a majority of the Republicans in 
the lower house of Congress who voted 
for the bill.” 

After Secretary Wilson spoke, W. A. 
Wheeling, representing the local rail- 
way men, made a speech, attacking 
Hughes’ labor record while he was Gov- 
ernor of New York. 


Wheeling read a report on Hughes’ la-

St. Louis Millers Say Only Ga- 
portation Embargo Can 
Remedy High Cost. 


Although the price of flour is higher 
than it has been in many years, St. 


Louts millers today sald that it was cer~ 
tain to go much higher unless the Gov- 
ernment places an embargo upon the exe 
Pertation of wheat and flour. . 
This condition results. from the Gov~ 
ernment’s forecast of this year’s wheat 
Production, which fs the smallest since 
14. The winter and spring crops are 
estimated at 607,000,000 bushels, which sad 
4€0,000,000 bushels under last year’s rete 
ord-breaking wheat crop. Millers say 
that unless the drain of foreign coun- 
tries on our market is stopped there 
will be a wheat shortage in the United 
Siates that may send flour prices up 
many dollars a barrel. 

Flour today is quoted by grocers at 
from $8.25 to $9 a barrel. This is an ad~

cape by asserting that its conduct had 
n@ alternative but war; that to disap- 
grove of its conduct is to favor war."

The Bishop of London, the Bishop of 
Worchester and other Episcopal! nota- 
bles from abroad are expected to arrive 
in St. Louis this afternoon to atten1 
the general convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, which opens at Moo- 
lah Temple tomorrow morning.

TWO-MAN BRITISH AEROPLANE 
CARRIES THREE MEN 90 MILES 


In Raié on Turks One Car at 100 Feet 
Dropped Bomb on Turkish 
Machine. 5, 

ISMAILIA, Egypt, Oct. 10.—British 
aviators clain’y a record feat performed 
during the recent raid on the Turkish 
aerodrome at El Arish. 

During the raid one of the pilots was 
forced to land several miles west of 
El Arish, his machine having been dam- 
aged by Shrapnel. While trying to re- 
pair his engine, he was discovered by 
another British machine, carrying a pi- 
lot and an observer, which landed be- 
sidé him to render assistance. It was 
found that the damaged machine was 
past repair and the aviators burned it 
to prevent it from falling into the hands 
of the Turks. The problem then was 
whether the rescuing aeroplane would be 
able to carry the three men away. All 
three climbed in, the rescued man 
crowding in on top of the observer. Sev- 
eral attempts were made to get away, 
but the ground was bad and the load 


jtoo heavy. Finally one of the aviators 


found a stretch of hard ground, to 
which the machine was taken, and 
finally it got into the air with its big 
load, 

Ninety miles across the desert the 
three men flew unt!l they reached safe. 


‘1ty at Kantara. It is claimed that no 


two-passenger machine has ever before 
flown ninety miles with three persons 
aboard and that the rescue is one of the 
most unusual since the beginning of the 
war. 

The El! Arish raid also resulted in an- 
other unusual feat. The Turks ‘were at- 
‘tacked by British machine gun fire from 
a height of 200 feet and one British avia- 
tor descended to within 100 feet of a 
Turkish aeroplane which was standing 
on the ground surrounded by seven or 
eight methanics, and dropped a bomb 
which blew machine and men to pieces.

American Minister’s Protests Based 
om Judge's Alleged Anti- 
. American Acts. 

PANAMA, Oget. 10.—Protests by Wil- 
liam Jennings Price, American Minister 
to Panama, against the appointment of 
Judge Demosthenes Arosemena as At- 
torney-General of the republic have 
caused considerable comment here. 

Price's objections to Judge Arosemen2 
are based on the Jatter’s alleged anti- 


American acts, dating back to the time f 


when, as Superior Judge of the Crim- 
inal Court, he dealt with thé cases of 
Panama policemen who shot unarmed 
American soldiers on the streets of 

anama on July 4, 1912, and on two oc- 
casions in the spring of 1915. 

In the case of the Fourth of July 
riots, Judge Arosemena delivered an 
opinion in which he denounced the con- 
duct of the American soldiers and found 
that only one of the score of policemen 
arraigned: was guilty of misconduct. 
This one had been dead about a month 
at the'time the opinion was delive 
In subsequent cases the American Mi 
ister insisted thdt Judge Arosemena be 


‘not allowed on the bench. 


Judge Arosemena last year published, 
under the nom~ de plume of “Leo 
Franck,” an arraignment of the Amer- 
ican conduct of affairs on the isthmus 
in which he made caustic comments on 
Goethals and other American officials.

COTTON TEXTILES 
FROM PAPER YARN 


Fine Cloths, Twine, Fiour Bags 
Are Produced at a Cheap 
Manufacture Cost. 


VIENNA, Oct. 7, via London, Oct. 9.— 
Paper in the place of cotton has proved 
of extraordinary value in solving one 
jot Austria-Hungary’s greatest economic 
probiems, according to Arthur Kuffler, 
president of the Government organiza- 
tion controlling cotton consumption. 

“The central Powers could use more 
than a million bales of cotton right 
now,’’ he said, “but we are able to get 
along without it if-we must. We are 
getting 5000 to 10,000 bales a month from 
Turkey. Before the outbreak of the war 
this amount was much greater, but it 
has shown a decrease recently owing to 
the deportation of Armenians who are 
the principal cotton planters in Asia 
Minor.”’ 

Herr Kuffler showed newspaper men 
a vast assortment of fabrics made 
from paper which he said was tak- 
ing the place of cotton. The articles 
ranged from flour bags holding 200 
pounds to twine, Other textiles were 
manufactured from a mixture of paper 
yarn as warp and cotton or wool as fill. 
ing. They ranged from coarse white 
goods to a fairly fine cloth. These paper 
fabrics, after being woven, are treated | 
chemically to make them impervious to’ 
water and more durable and pliable.

Ambulances Seen Gathering 
Wounded Under Fire—Franco- 
American Flyers in Action. 


The City Plan Commission, ii the sec- 
ond installment of its 100-page educa- 
tional booklet, made public today, suz- 
gests redistricting 4s a means of re- 
claiming the so-called ‘“‘twilight zones.” 
While these zones are not specifically 
bounded, it is understood that the sec- 
tions between the river and Fourth 
Street, and between Eighteenth street 
and Grand avenue are the texts of the 
commission’s remarks. 

Better housing and the grouping of 
public buildings also are considered in 
the commission's comprehensive study 
of the future needs of the city. 

The commission thinks that a district- 
ing plan in the past would have pre- 
vented conditions which have impaired 
occupancy and values in these neighi- 

rhoods, and the adoption of some such 
regulations now will mitigate the evil, 
the commission believes. The existence 
of such districts where they attract the 
notice of all who come to St. Louis by 
rail er. boat, and of those passing to 
and from the business center, is depre- 
cated by the commission. Municipal au- 
thority and activity are prerequisite to 
he success of private efforts to reh.a- 
bilitate these districts, the commission 
says. 

Regulations of the sort necessary io 

restore old and obviate the deterioration 
of new districts; the limitation of the 
height and area of buildings and the 
segregation of certain industrial activi- 
ties, the commission contends, are a 
valid exercise of the police power in the 
interest of public health, safety and 
general welfare. The commission ex- 
presses the opinion that more stringent 
rules and restrictions, including those 
affecting occupancy, are desirable for 
St. Louis. 
,a ht of districting, the com- 
mission says, will help to the solution 
of another difficult problem, that of 
housing. The evils traceable to poor 
housing in St. Louis are not confined 
to tenements, which until recently, were 
few, it is asserted. They are said to 
arise principally from the use by many 
families of houses designed for occu- 
pancy but by one family. Although 
there have been investigations and 
strong verdicts against conditions in St. 
Louis, the present attitude of the pub- 
lic toward the evils and their cure “‘is 
lethargic and indifferent,’’ the cormmis- 
sion finds. Only an epidemic of a dread 
disease would arouse a public cry for 
relief from the present intolerable con- 
ditions, the Commission says, but this 
demand probably -would pass with the 
elimination of the disease. Lack of 
public interest as mych as avarice on 
the part of private owners is given as 
the cause of the city’s deplorable hous- 
fing conditions. 

Just now, when the evils are not wide- 
spread and are capable of improvement, 
the city should undertake this reform, 
the commission says. A permanent 
housing commission is recommended. 
“Despite building ordinances which are 
pointed to with great pride by those un- 
with conditions, malignant 
evils are to be found,”’ the commission 
asserts. The spread of these evils is 
sure to follow present neglect, it is said. 

The commission's present activities re- 
lating to housing are stated to’ be ‘“‘su- 
pervision of new land subdivisions; pro- 
motion of the attempt to obtain a city- 
wide districting plan, and the en- 
couragement of efforts to rehabilitate 
depopulated districts.”” As a further 
step in the same direction the commis- 
sion announces ite intention of en- 
couraging the building of desirable 
houses at low rental and of fostering 
the development of “garden suburbs” 
and better subdivisions. 

Preliminary to a correct solution of 
the housing problem, the commission 
save, there must be a close co-operation 
between State and municipal authorities 
in enforcing ordinances and statutes 
and the creation of a special ‘housing 
department,”’ with private support, if 
necessary. 

After discussing and rejecting sugges- 
tions that St. Louis erect its public edi- 
ficez on the water front, following the 
example of Cleveland, the commission 
pronounces in favor of grouping these 
bulidinge around ‘the city hall and Mu- 
nicipal Courts and Public Library. Their 
location is regarded as ‘‘fortunate’’ by 
the commission because of the proxim- 
ity of these buildings to the business 
center 

While St. Louis is credited by the 
commission with having “an unusually 
great’’ percentage of home-owners and 
large recreational! facilities, which are 
generally used, more parks and play- 
grounds are deemed indispensable to the 
correction of housing troubles. The com- 
mission favors large public resérvations. 
Those at Chain of Rocks and Jefferson 
Barracks are described as ‘‘the nearest 
approach"’ to such reservations, but are 
not large enough. 

Untformity in the width and materiale 
of sidewalks, and their large mileage are 
complimented by the commission, and

louis than is generally believed. Nu- 
merous trees are a considerable contri- 
bution to the appearance and comfort of 
streets, the commission points out, and 
urges a wider planting under the sole di- 
rection of the City Forester.

Heference is made to the attempts 
to establish a more convenient and 
sightly entrance to Forest Park at 
Lindell and King’s Highway boule- 
vards, which is gnentioned as one of 
the opportunities (the approaches to 
Fads Bridge and the Free Bridge be- 
ing others) for the development of 
plazas. 

“The recent controversy concern- 
ing the: park entrance makes this a 
matter of delicate discussion, yet @ 
plan is needed, and the sooner one is 
adopted the’ sooner will the controversy 
end,’ the commission says. 

It is pointed out that the present 
entrance has for its main features 
a large greensward, Grand Drive ang 
Tlair Monument. All these should be 
preserved, the commission says, but 
tLe monument could be changed. The 
demands of traffic @ctate the design 
of the park entrance, it is said.

Weight of Child. 


T= normal infant at birth weighs 
about seven pounds. During the 
two or three days following birth a 
slight decrease in weight occurs, usually 
five to six ounces. When nursing be- 
gins the child increases in weight up to 
the seventh day, when it should have 
regained its weight at birth. From the 
second to the fourth week after birth 
an infant should gain about one ounce 
daily, or one and one-half to two pounds 
monthly; from the fourth to the sixth 
month, one-half to two-thirds of an 
ounce daily or, one pound monthly:
